The sun before noon 
every day recently has made the moisture

Trarieux Defends Prisoner. 


Senator Trarieux, ex-Minister of Justice, 

was the next witness. He jooked Straight 
at the Judges while testifying. He pre- 
ceded his evidence by saying that he wished 
to throw full light upon his conduct in this 
case, 
Senator Trarieux,. whose statement was 
practically an impassioned speech for the 
‘defense, proceeded to denounce the secret 
communication of the document as a mon- 
strous illegality and a violation of the most 
sacred rights of the defense. The witness 
described as impossible the hypothesis ad- 
vanced by M. Teyssonieres to convince the 
witness that Dreyfus was guilty. The wit- 
ness’ doubts were confirmed when he heard 
that M. Scheurer-Kestner had secured 
proofs of the innocence of Dreyfus and the 
guilt of another. 

In describing the steps taken in support of 
revision, M. Trarieux mentioned an inter- 
view he had with a foreign Ambassador, 
who, in tones of the most profound and 
affecting sincerity, declared that Dreyfus 
never had relations with him nor any mili- 
tary attaché or officer of the army. of his 
country. | 

M. Trarieux asserted the importance of 
this statement of the Ambassador, who ener- 
getically reaffirmed the absolute innocence 
of Dreyfus. The Ambassador added that he 
had Investigated and found nothing to im- 
plicate Dreyfus. 


Had Proof Against Esterhazy. 

Further, the Ambassador said, he had 
seen in the hands of Colonel Paniszardi 
a letter from Colonel Schwartzkoppen, 
proving the guilt of Esterhazy, who, his 
Excellency added, generally communicated 
information of minor value. Moreover, at 
the time of M. Scheurer-Kestner’s revela- 
tions, Major Bsterhazy called upon Colonel 
Schwartzkoppen; and it was then that a 
dramatic scene of violent recriminations 
and threats occurred.

Main Trait of Family of 
Cernuski.

London, Sept. 5.—It is now definitely ascer- 
tained that Cernuski was dismissed from the 
Austrian army on account of mental inca- 
pacity. His father died in a lunatic asylum 
and his mother became insane in her old 
age.

These are specific- 
ally indicated, and the report closes with a 
demand that the President sign a decree 
constituting the Senate into a high court, ac- 
cording to the constitution. |

GEN. JIMINEZ IN SAN DOMINGO. 


Natives Give the Revolutionary Leader 


a Hearty Greeting—Peace Evi- 
dently at Hand. _ _ 


Porto Plata, San Domingo, Sept. 5.—Gen- 
eral Isidro Jiminez landed here today, hav- 
ing come from Cuba, touching at Cape Hay- 
tien on the way. He was received by an 
immense throng. His reception was enthu- 
siastic. 

The news of Jiminez’s arrival has been 
sent into the interior, and it is believed 
that order and peace will soon be restored. 
Fighting is not entirely at an end. 

General Jiminez was accompanied by fifty 
armed revolutionists, who were taken on 
board the Georges Croise at Cape Haytien. 
A delegation of a hundred officials and mer- 
chants, headed by the Governor of the city, 
went on board the steamer to greet him. 
Tonight there was a popular demonstration 
with a procession of soldiers and citizens 
and speeches of welcome. | 

The local press says: “The coming of 
General Jiminez completes the revolution. 
There has been no revolution. It is safe to 
expect an immediate revival of business.” 

Among the revolutionists who arrived with 
General Jiminez were Dr. Henriques Carva- 
jal, General Hernandez, and General Limar- 
do, all persons of influence and in sympathy 
with the movement to elect Jiminez as Pres- 
ident. 

At Cape Haytien General Jiminesz offered 
free passage on his vessel to those and 
others.

Newport News, Va., Sept. 5.—[Special.]— 
Tho first-class battleship Kearsarge, which 
was constructed at the works of the New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock com- 
pany, went out on its first trial trip at 6 
o’clock this morning. It made 17.3 knots 
under forced draft. | 

The ship was in charge of the officials of 
the yard. It was not an official test. 

There were, however, many naval officers 
on board, among them being Captain Folger, 
who will command the Kearsarge; Captain 
Chester, Commander of the Kentucky, now 
nearing completion; and Naval Constructor 
Woodward, who superintended the construc- 
tion of the new warships. 

The crew numbered 200 men. 

The Kearsa@rge, with colors fiying and 
brooms nailed to the masts, signifying that 
it will sweep the seas, steamed slowly out of 
the James River amidst a din of screaming 
whistles and other noisy salutes. After 
reaching Hampton Roads its speed was in- 
creased and the vessel steered toward the 
Virginia Capes. | 

The test occurred from 10 to 12 o'clock. 
The Kearsarge has not been in the dry dock 
in the last year and its bottom is foul. For 
this reason it was not expected it would 
develop its contract speed of sixteen knots. 
Its builders are now confident the ship will 
make eighteen knots on its official trial, 
which will occur in a short time, as it is 
now receiving its finishing touches. The

‘STEAMER. D. GHTON SUNK. 
Largest Ship on the Lakes Goes to the

Sault Ste. Marie, Mich., Sept. 5.—The steel 
steamer Douglas Houghton, the largest 
-Ship on the lakes, lies across the 
channel of St. Mary’s River at the Sallors’ 
Encampment, and effectually blocks the 
passage of all Lake Superior commerce. All 
down boats are being advised to wait here 


until something has been done with the 
wreck, and it is: said that it will take sev- 


eral days to raise the steamer. 
The Houghton was bound down, 
towing the big steel schooner Frits. 


Both were deeply loaded with iron 
ore.
